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Narcotics to Be Supplanted 


A plan to curtail the use of narcotic 
drugs by physicians through the substitu- 
tion of other remedial agents or processes 
is being carried out by the Division of Men- 
tal Hygiene of the United States Public 
Health Service. In this plan, the commit- 
tee on drug addiction of the Division of 
Medical Sciences of the National Research 
Council is collaborating, and, quite natu- 
rally, the American Medical Association is 
co-operating. Except to the extent that it 
has representation in the National Research 
Council—and this representation is not 
likely to be of much influence on that or- 
ganization’s committee on drug addiction— 
the drug industry has no part in this proj- 
ect. Yet, the purpose of the movement is 
of the greatest importance to manufactur- 
ers of narcotic drugs and to wholesale and 
retail druggists. 

Commenting, in the issue for May 4, 
1931, on the failure of the drug industry to 
get recognition in the creation of the Con- 
ference Board of the National Institute of 
Health, the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 
said:—“The major portion of the publicity 
which is given, and has for some time been 
given, to the activities of those who manu- 
facture and those who distribute drug 
products, is not of a kind to engender 
among public-spirited persons, not other- 
wise informed, a belief that the drug trade 
contributes to hygienic knowledge or thera- 
peutic progress.” The absence of direct 
representation of the vitally interested drug 
industry in the latest antinarcotic move- 
ment is evidence that the same, or a simi- 
larly effective, lack of belief exists in groups 
which are not without intimate informa- 
tion respecting all divisions of the drug in- 
dustry. What conclusion is to be drawn 
from this evidence? 

It may be assumed that not all of the in- 
terests which are co-operating in the move- 
ment to supplant narcotic drugs in legiti- 
mate medical practice, are wholly friendly 
to the drug industry. But, with respect to 
the majority of the collaborating groups, 
there is no unfriendliness, but only lack of 
relevant information as to the interest and 
attitude of the drug industry in the matter 
under consideration. The drug industry, 
on numerous occasions, has not been con- 
sidered in connection with the launching 
of movements having to do with matters of 
public health, because it has not been in 
position to keep in touch with undercur- 
rents leading in this direction, and has not 
adequately manifested its interest in such 
matters and its ability to contribute help- 
fully to their consideration. These short- 
comings result largely from the lack of cen- 
tralized organization in the industry. 

It is explained that the movement to re- 
duce the legitimate use of narcotic drugs 
grows out of study of evidence that addic- 
tion may be induced by the injudicious use 
of these drugs. ‘This fact is patent to the 
practicing pharmacist, and is known to an 
extent in every division of the drug indus- 
try. Not only may addiction be thus in- 








duced; it has been and is being induced by 
the injudicious use of narcotics by physi- 
cians and their assistants in private prac- 
tice and in hospitals. The fault lies with 
those who recklessly administer narcotics, 
not with the drugs. It may be expedient, 
from the point of view of so-called “medical 
leaders,” to take from thoughtless and in- 
competent physicians and nurses useful 
drugs which they cannot be trusted to 
handle. But, is this the most desirable 
means of attaining the necessary assurance 
against the spreading of narcotic addiction? 
It would be far better, in most instances, 
to direct the education of those who should 
administer narcotics, against ignorance and 
carelessness, rather than to advocate the 
adoption of more or less satisfactory sub- 
stitutes for drugs of proven usefulness and 
necessity. Of course, to adopt the former 
plan would be to admit the existence of 
incompetence. 

In the information relative to the new 
antinarcotic movement, given out at the 
United States Public Health Service, the 
belief was expressed that “the control of 
the legal importation, manufacture, and dis- 
tribution of narcotic drugs seems to be rea- 
sonably effective.” The opinion was stated, 
however, that loopholes exist in connection 
with the production and distribution of nar- 
cotic drugs, through which these enter ille- 
gitimate channels. The drug industry, out 
of the sum total of its knowledge, could 
furnish a deal of information as to how nar- 
cotic drugs get into the hands of addicts 
and how addiction is spread. It should con- 
tribute this information to this latest con- 
sideration of the narcotics problem. But, 
who could represent it in the conferences, 
and how could its’ representatives be 
chosen? How can its conspicuous absence 
from discussions of public affairs in which 
it is intensely interested be remedied?

Chemical Education and Industry 

The division of chemical education of the 
American Chemical Society is ten years old 
this year. In the way of appropriate de- 
cennial commemoration, the division will 
be specially active during the eighty-second 
meeting of the society in Buffalo, this week. 
Its program and its plans deserve the thor- 
ough consideration of industry. 

Since the toundation of the educational 
division ten years ago by the late Dr. Edgar 
Fahs Smith, then provost of the University 
of Pennsylvania, the American Chemical 
Society has devoted a great deal of atten- 
tion to the fitting of the teaching of chem- 
istry to the requirements of the economic 
community in respect of chemical service. 
The society, in fact, has been so much im- 
pressed with the importance of the pre- 
paratory training of chemists as to publish 
a journal devoted to chemical education. 
This journal is not a highly theoretical or 
pedagogic publication. It seeks to make 
chemical education attractive to students, 
as well as to educators, and it has succeeded 
quite well in this undertaking. Further- 
more, the society has endeavored to get 
reliable information at first hand with re- 
spect to industrial and general opinions 
relative to the usefulness of the chemist and 
the means by which this can best be de- 
veloped. For this reason, it is a bit surpris- 
ing that, in the celebrating of the tenth 
birthday of the educational division, indus- 
try’s side of the problems of efficacious 
grounding in chemical knowledge is not to 
be specially adduced. 

Many teachers of chemistry recognize the 
necessity and the wisdom of pointing their 
work in the direction of practically informa- 
tive and utilitarian results. They know that 
the large majority of chemists must seek 
their livelihood in the realms of applied 
chemistry and that a comparatively narrow, 
intensified course of instruction is better 
adapted to the needs of their pupils than 
is a broad skimming of the theories of chem- 
ical science, such as is possible under the 
time and equipment limits of the usual 
course. But, most chemical teachers do 
not know the narrow channels in which 
their instructive efforts would best be di- 
rected. Or, if they do know, they are puz- 
zled to determine what channels should be 
selected; how many channels should and 
could be taken care of; how many and 
which pupils should be directed in which 
channels.

F.D.A. Puts Limit 
On Import Releases 


First Order Applies to Cocoa 
Beans and Bran—Others 
May Follow 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28, 1931. 

The Department of Agriculture to- 
day announced a limitation in its pol- 
icy of permit@ng conditional releases 
of imported products not complying 
with the food and drugs act. 

This privilege will be withdrawn 
from cocoa beans October 1, and from 
bran and cereal by-products January 
1. No other products are affected by 
the present order. 

Under the policy of permitting con- 
ditional releases the Food and Drug 
Administration has permitted entry 
under customs bond of food and drug 
products not complying with the law 
in some respects, on stipulation that 
the goods would be reconditioned, re- 
packed, relabled, cleaned, or otherwise 
treated to make them comply with the 
law. 

The change in policy, as exhibited by 
withdrawing the privilege from these 
two products, was caused by the in- 
creasing amount of work required to 
police these conditional releases And 
to see that the terms of the bond are 
complied with, according to Dr. P. B. 
Dunbar, assistant chief of the Food 
and Drug Administration. Dr Dunbar 
said that this work takes much time 
of the administration’s inspectors, 
which could more profitably be em- 
ployed in making new inspection, as it 
is necessary to supervise all condition- 
al releases to see that the terms of the 
releases are complied with. Occasion- 
ally a shipment is not properly han- 
dled, and in these cases the bond is for- 
feited; but this does not satisfy the 
provisions of the law against permit- 
ting sub-standard goods to enter in- 
terstate commerce, he stated. 





Spice Grinders Accept 
Trade Practice Rules 


Slack Packing Is Only Practice 
Definitely Disapproved 
By F. T. C. 


Trade practice rules, the outgrowth 
of a conference held in this city, May 
9, 1929, and changed in several respects 
by the Federal Trade Commission, 
have been accepted by the spice grind- 
ing and packing industry. More than 
80 percent of the industry was said to 
have been represented in the trade 
practice conference, 

Only one of the spice trade’s rules 
was approved by the commission for 
designation as a group I rule. This 
rule provides that “the use of decep- 
tively slack-filled or deceptively 
shaped containers for ground spices 
with the tendency and capacity to mis- 
lead or deceive purchasers or prospec- 
tive purchasers is an unfair trade 
practice.” 


Six rules relating to subjects of vital 
interests to the trade were accepted by 
the commission as expressions of the 
trade and designated group II. They 
relate mainly to regulations for pack- 
ing spices. One group II rule provides 
that the ground spices specifically cov- 
ered by these rules shall be as fol- 
lows:—Peppers of all kinds (including 
paprika), ginger, cinnamon, cloves, all- 
spice (pimento), nutmeg, mace, tur- 
meric, mustard, or a mixture of any 
two or more of them, but excluding 
herbs. 


The rules for the spice trade, as 
stated by the commission are as 
follows:— 


Group | 
Rule 1.—The use of deceptively slack- 
filled or deceptively shaped containers 
for ground spices with the tendency and 
capacity to mislead or deceive purchasers 
or prospective purchasers, is an unfair 
trade practice. 


Group Il 

Rule A.—To pack 2 ounces of ground 
spice in a container of greater capacity 
than 145 cubic centimeters is condemned 
by the industry. 

tule B.—To pack 1% ounces of ground 
spice in a container of greater capacity 
than 120 cubic centimeters is condemned 
by the industry. 

Rule C.—To pack 1% ounces of ground 
spice in a container of greater capacity 
than 100 cubic centimeters is condemned 
by the industry. 

Rule D.—To pack 1 ounce of ground 
spice in a container of greater capacity 
than 80 cubic centimeters is condemned 
by the industry. 

Rule E.—To pack any quantity of 
ground spice in a container showing 
greater tolerance between container and 
contents than is specified for the weights 
and container capacities especially pro- 
vided for in these rules is condemned by 
the industry. 

Rule F.—The ground spices specifically 
covered by these rules shall be :—Peppers 
of all kinds (including paprika), ginger, 
cinnamon, cloves, allspice (pimento), 
nutmeg, mace, turmeric, mustard, or a 
mixture of any two or more of them, br* 
excluding Herbs. 





Firestone Tire Will Sell 
Oil and Related Products 


CHICAGO, Aug. 28, 1931. 

The Firestone Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany is making more extensive plans 
for entrance into the service station 
sale of oil products and related lines 
in the Chicago area. The company has 
completed plans for a_ three-story 
building at Sixteenth and Wabash ave- 
nues, Chicago, to be used as a combi- 
nation branch office and service station 
at a cost of $350,000 and to be com- 
pleted in February.

Squibb & Sons, pharmaceuticai manu- 
facturer, with offices in New Yorn The 
transfer is effective September 1.

J. Cullen, chief medical officer of the 
administration. “Dr. Durrett has made 
an enviable record in the _ position 
which he has held for over three years, 
and it is with regret that we have ac- 
cepted his resignation,” Mr. Campbell 
stated. 


Cullen Pharmacally Trained 


Dr. Cullen was born in Kokomo, Ind., 
and received a degree in pharmacy 
from Winona Technical Institute. He 
received the degree of doctor of medi- 
cine from the University of Colorado 
in 1913 and has taken post-graduate 
work at Rush Medical College, at 
Post-Graduate Medical, and at Leland 
Stanford University. He joined the 
Medical Corps of the United States 
Army in 1916 and saw service on the 
Mexican border and in France, rising 
from lieutenant to major. As regi- 
mental surgeon of the tenth United 
States Field Artillery, Third Division, 
Dr. Cullen was severely wounded at 
Chateau Thierry and received both 
brigade and division citations for dis- 
tinguished service. He has had nine 
years of general medical practice, giv- 
ing special attention to diagnosis, and 
for eight yvears was an assistant to 
an eminent Western surgeon. He 
joined the Department of Agriculture 
in 1929 by transfer from the United 
States Public Health Service and 
since then has been promoted three 
times, now being chief medical officer 
of the administration. 

As chief of the administration's drug 
control unit, Dr. Cullen will have the 
duty of planning the work to be done 
by that unit and will be charged with 
the task of developing administrative 
policies and procedure pertaining to 
drug control under the food and drugs 
act. 


Durrett Chief for Three Years 


Dr. Durrett came to the Department 
of Agriculture in May, 1928, on the 
resignation of Dr. George W. Hoover, 
who entered private practice as a con- 
sultant. He received the bachelor of 
science degree from the University of 
Alabama in 1908, a master’s degree in 
1909, and a Ph. G. degree in 1910, Four 
years later he received an M. D. degree 


from Harvard University and then 





practiced medicine for a year. He was 
successively public health officer in a 
number of cities in the South and from 
1917 to 1920 he was on the staff of the 
United States Public Health Service. 
From 1920 until he came to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Dr. Durrett was 
supervisor of health in the city of 
Memphis, Tenn. 

In February, 1930, Dr. Durrett re- 
signed with the view of becoming State 
Health Officer of Alabama, but because 
of political developments in that State 
he declined to accept the appointment 
and returned to his position with the 
Department of Agriculture. 

In accepting the offer of E. R. Squibb 
& Sons, Dr. Durrett stated that he be- 
lieved the position offered unusual op- 
portunities. He said he is not in a 
position to discuss his probable activi- 
ties with that concern, but that his 
duties will be administrative in nature. 

Dr. P. B. Dunbar, Assistant Chief of 
the Food and Drug Administration, 
stated that he regretted very much the 
loss of one of the administration’s 
medical officers, particularly Dr. Dur- 
rett, who, he said, has performed very 
able work. 





Solvents Industry 
Has Trade Rules 


Stand Against Discrimination, 


Rebates, and Misbranding 
Approved by F.T.C. 


Manufacturers of ester solvents used 
chiefly in the preparation of lacquers 
have accepted the industry’s trade 
practice conference rules, following 
several changes suggested by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and the com- 
mission's declination to approve or ac- 
cept one resolution as adopted by the 
industry at its conference. 

tules approved by the commission 
and designated group 1 relate to dis- 
crimination in price, secret payment of 
rebates, false branding of solvents, and 
shipment of goods on consignment 
with the intent and effect of injuring 
a competitor. A second group of rules, 
accepted by the commission as expres- 
sions of the trade, cover such sub- 
jects as independent publication of 
price lists and making the terms of 
sale a part of all published prices. 

The solvents industry trade practice 
conference was held in this city, 
March 18, 1930. The participation rep- 
resented 75 percent of the members of 
the industry and 95 percent of the 
volume of production of ester solvents. 

The solvents industry rules as 
stated by the commission are as fol- 
lows:— 


Group | 

Rule 1.—It is an unfair trade practice 
for any person engaged in interstate com- 
merce, in the course of such commerce, 
either directly or indirectly, to discrim- 
inate in price between different purchasers 
of commodities, where the effect of such 
discrimination may be to substantially 
lessen competition or tend to create a 
monopoly in any line of commerce :—Pro- 
vided that nothing herein contained shall 
prevent discrimination in price between 
purchasers of the same class on account 
of differences in the grade, quality or 
quantity of the commodity sold, or that 
makes only due allowance for differences 
in the cost of selling or transportation, 
or discrimination in price in the same or 
different communities made in good faith 
to meet competition ; and provided further, 
that nothing herein contained shall pre- 
vent persons engaged in selling the prod- 
ucts of this industry in commerce from 
selecting their customers in bona fide 
transactions and not in restraint of trade. 

Rule 2.—The secret payment or allow- 
ance of rebates, refunds, commissions, or 
unearned discounts, whether in the form 
of money or otherwise, or secretly ex- 
tending to certain purchasers special serv- 
ices or privileges, not extended to all pur- 
chasers under like terms and conditions, 
with the intent and with the effect of in- 
juring a competitor and where the effect 
may be to substantially lessen competi- 
tion or tend to create a monopoly or to 
unreasonably restrain trade, is an unfair 
trade practice. 

Rule 3.—The false marking or branding 
of solvents of the industry with the ef- 
fect of misleading or deceiving purchasers 
with respect to the quality. quantity, grade 
or substance of the goods purchased, is 
an unfair trade practice. 

tule 4.—The shipment of goods to con- 
sumers on consignment with the intent 
and with the effect of injuring a competi- 
tor and where the effect may be to sub- 
stantially lessen competition or tend to 
create a monopoly or to unreasonably re- 
strain trade, is an unfair trade practice. 


Group Il 

Rule A.—The industry approves the 
practice of each individual member of the 
industry independently publishing and 
circulating to the purchasing trade its own 
price lists, 

Rule B.—The industry records its ap- 
proval of the practice of making the terms 
of sale a part of all published prices.

The Lycoming Natural Gas Corpora- 
tion, a subsidiary of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, has con- 
tracted for the production of the gas 
wells in the Wayne field of the Bige- 
low Natural Gas Corporation.

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Multiple Seizures 
Appeal Is Dropped 


Solicitor-General Says B. & M. 
Case Would Not Afford 
Test of the Law 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26, 1931. 

No appeal will be taken by the gov- 
ernment in the injunction suit of the 
National Remedy Company, Boston, 
which limits multiple seizures under 
the food and drugs act to cases actu- 
ally hazarding public health 

Department of Agriculture officials 
wished to appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, believing that the 
law places no restrictions whatever on 
the use of multiple seizures of sus- 
pected goods in interstate commerce. 
However, the Solicitor-General of the 
United States, who handles all govern- 
ment cases before the supreme court, 
was of the opinion that the facts in 
this case are so peculiar that it would 
not serve as a test of the law. 

The case arose from seizure by the 
Food and Drug Administration of 
shipments of “B. & M. External Rem- 
edy” in several States simultaneously, 
alleging misbranding in that the label 
claimed that the product cured cancer, 
tuberculosis, and other diseases not 
officially considered susceptible to its 
ingredients. A similar seizure several 
years ago resulted in a jury verdict 
against the government, and the manu- 
facturer sought an injunction to pre- 
vent seizure of more than one test 
shipment. 

The Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia, which was asked to en- 
join the seizures, dismissed the peti- 
tion for injunction without hearing the 
merits of the case, holding that the 
Department of Agriculture had a right 
to enforce the law in this way without 
interference by the courts. On an ap- 
peal by the company, the Court of Ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia held 
that the lower court erred in dismiss- 
ing the petition for injunction without 
hearing it on its merits, and went on 
to say that multiple seizures are not 
permitted by the law except in cases 
where the public health requires that a 
certain product be taken off the market 
everywhere quickly. 

In the meantime, however, the com- 
olny was reorganized, and decided not 
to contest any of the seizures. This 
made the injunction case moot, and 
without practical basis. 

Enforcement officials insist that the 
law makes no distinction as to the 
types of products liable to multiple 
seizure and hope to have a supreme 
court ruling on this matter. However, 
they also declare that it has never 
been their policy to use multiple seiz- 
ures except in cases involving public 
danger; so the ruling of the court of 
appeals will have no practical effect 
on their activities. The Solicitor-Gen- 
eral pointed out that the supreme 
court might be unwilling to review a 
case in which there is no longer a 
practical interest, and that this case is 
unique in that the case of several years 
back is involved and because of the 
fact that the concern seeking to pre- 
vent multiple seizures changed its pol- 
icy and did not contest any of the 
seizures. 

Attorneys for the Department of 
Agriculture point out that this deci- 
sion may result in trying cases on in- 
junctions rather than on libels if own- 
ers of seized products make a practice 
of seeking injunctions to prevent mul- 
tiple seizures. 


U.S.I. Alcohol Assails 


Indictment for Diversion 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 25, 1931. 


Two additiona] petitions to quash 
indictments charging sixteen corpora- 
tions and thirty-six individuals with 
conspiracy to convert industrial alcohol 
into a beverage product were filed in 
the United States court in Baltimore, 
August 21. The petitions were pre- 
sented by attorneys on behalf of the 
U. S. Industrial Alcohol Company and 
the UU. S. Industrial Chemical Company, 
alleging that John F. Coldiron, special 
assistant attorney, ard Edward lL. 
Koonyz, court stenographer, had no 
right to be in the grand-jury room 
during the six weeks’ investigation 
which culminated in the return of the 
indictments. 

The pleas are virtually the same as 
those filed previously on behalf of the 
Baltimore Paint & Color Company and 
other defendants, grouped together, and 
Samuel Albrecht, a salesman, 

August 24, Federal subpoenas were 
issued for the American Oi] & Supply 
Company, the Mid-West Chemical 
Company, Newark, N. J., and the Agri- 
cultural Chemical Works, South Kear- 
ney, N. J., directing them to appear in 
the Federal court in Baltimore Septem- 
ber 1 on indictments charging con- 
spiracy in the alleged diversion of in- 
dustrial alcohol. The indictments are 
among those that were returned in 
3altimore, July 20, and the recent ac- 
tion would seem to indicate a purpose 
on the part of the government to ex- 
pedite proceedings in the case.

Local Paint Manufacturers Declare August as Poorest 
Month within Memory--Raw Materials Stationary-- 
Dealers Are Looking to Autumn for Improvement 


A survey conducted among repre- 
sentative paint, varnish and lacquer 
manufacturers in the metropolitan area 
of New York revealed last week that 
August has been the worst month in 
memory. Even in protracted periods of 
hot weather when paint selling is dif- 
ficult there has not been such a dull 
period as the past month and the sup- 
pliers of the several raw materials with 
whom this condition was discussed, 
agreed without dissent. Pigments, 
colors, gums and fillers were all faced 
with the dullness. 

Suppliers of paint and varnish raw 
materials were hinging hope on the 
usual seasonal improvement that 
comes with the Autumn but the situa- 
tion has been so distinctly flat that 
many of the conservative factors of

the trade were not encouraged with 
the prospects for the balance of the 
year. Paint manufacturers have in- 
dicated that their early September 
needs will not be so large as might 
ordinarily be expected. The dullness 
during August has affected several 
products to the extent that aggregate 
sales for the year to date were no 
longer greater than the aggregate for 
the corresponding period of 1930. In 
the case of titanium pigment, accord- 
ing to representative manufacturers, 
early estimates indicate that August 
sales will be not more than even with 
the total movement of August last 
year and if this is predicated by com- 
plete returns, it will be the first month 
of 1931 that sales of this pigment did 
not exceed those of the corresponding 
period last year. 

Prices continued in generally weak 
fashion. As a whole, paint raw ma- 
terial prices have not been so seriously 
affected by the continued lull as much 
as other commodities. This is because 
contracts have to be protected and the 
statistical position of several paint raw 
materials has been much weaker than 
has been shown by the surface ap- 
pearance of the market. Some prod- 
ucts, of course, are being frequently 
and liberally shaded, particularly in 
the varnish gum group. As a point of 
fact, low prices quoted for varnish 
gums have not really been classed as 
shaded prices for the general situation 
has been so disorganized that there is 
really no established market level 

During the first two weeks of August, 
a period of thirteen actual working 
days, construction contracts in the 
metropolitan area totaled $20,084,700 
according to F. W. Dodge Corporation 
Residential building formed about half 
of this total or $10,060,200. Non-resi- 
dential building amounted to $5,849,300 
and public works and _ utilities to 
$4,175,200. This compares with a pro- 
rated total for the similar period of 
August 1930 of $38,354,400. Of this 
amount $18,998,500 was devoted to non- 
residential building. Construction con- 
tracts awarded during the first half of 
August in the 37 states east of the 
Rockies amounted to $99,257,900. $87,- 
175,900 of this total was placed in pub- 
lic works and utilities. Non-residential 
building amounted to $34,151,600 and 
residential building to $27,930,400. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


The lead market continued with a 
moderate buying movement and steady 
prices throughout last week. Forward 
buying has also been of moderate pro- 
portions and sufficient to fortify the 


market for any weak appearances 
Early estimates of August shipments 
indicated that the volume will prob- 
ably show well-maintained proportion 
with that of recent months. The 
London market was lower at the open- 
ing, but progressive advances were 
made daily up to Friday, when an- 
other decline occurred, but the close 
was above the preceding week’s close. 
The price at New York last week was 
4.40c. per pound and at East St. Louis 
4.22%c. per pound represented the 
market. 

Slab zinc passed through a quiet 
week, but the prices held steadily. The 
quotation at East St. Louis did not 
move from the 3.80c. per pound basis, 
despite the light buying both for spot 
and forward position. London con- 
tinued to show improvement from the 
curtailment in European producing 
operations and prices were quite high- 
er than the preceding week’s close, 
notwithstanding a decline at the com- 
mencement of the week.

Pigments 


The pigment division of the paint 
materials’ market passed through the 
week in the colorless fashion that has 
characterized it all summer. Paint 
manufacturers and other regular users 
of the several pigments manifested 
but little interest and the sales move- 
ment during the final week of August 
was very slow indeed. As in the past 
several weeks, the list of prices re- 
mained unchanged and seemingly 
steady. Competition for the small vol- 
ume of business available was _ still 
lively, but not sufficiently heavy so as 
to cause any visible weakness in 
prices. ; 

White Lead.—The sale of dry pig- 
ments was very small last week, ac- 
cording to the corroders. Lead-in-oil 
was also inactive and corroders were 
hinging their hopes for a return ot 
some sort of activity after Labor Day 
The prices were unchanged through- 
out. 

Red Lead.—This was another com- 
modity where sales to battery makers, 
paint manufacturers and others were 
small and infrequent. Sharing the 
even position of pig lead, prices for 
this oxide were unchanged at 7%c. per 
pound for the dry product in casks. 

Litharge.—This lead oxide was un- 
featured so far as interest from con- 
sumers was concerned. Prices also 
were without change and steady at 
63%,c. per pound in casks. 

Orange Mineral.—From the angle of 
consumption, the final week of August, 
as well as the entire month, was a 
poor one. There was virtually no in- 
terest last week, while prices contin- 
ued to reflect the steady position of 
pig lead at 9%c. to lle. per pound. 


Lithopone. — Withdrawals against 
contracts during August were slow 
like in the preceding month. Total 


sales by representative sellers for the 
year to date were not so great in 
poundage as in the corresponding pe- 
riod last year and prospects for better 
demands were not very encouraging un- 
til at least after Labor Day. The price 
for domestic material was unchanged, 
while importers indicated a similar

Titanium Pigment.—August business 
in this commodity has been quite slow. 
Early estimates of sales during the 
month placed the total as less than July 
and perhaps even with the volume of the 
corresponding period last year. If com- 
plete sales figures for the month indi- 
cate the latter to be true, it will be 
the first month this year that sales of 
representative makers were less than 
the corresponding month in 1930. 
Prices for both the barium and cal- 
cium base products were steady and 
unchanged. Titanium dioxide was cur- 
rently selling at 20c. to 20%c. per 
pound and was steady at that basis. 

Zinc Oxide—Lack of purchasing 
from the rubber manufacturing trade 
and also the paint industry continued 
through the past week and the move- 
ment from makers’ hands last week 
was quite small. Importers reported 
a similar condition. Prices fur both the 
domestic and imported oxides were 
unchanged with the former quite 
steady and the imported subject to 
some shading on competition. 


Barytes.—There have been no new 
developments in this commodity. 
White domestic was steady at the ba- 
sis of $22.20 per ton in paper bags, 
f.o.b. St. Louis. The demand was slow. 
The Southern off-colored product was 
also featureless and unchanged in 
price. Importers continued to quote 
$27 per ton. 


Dry Colors 


Factors in the dry colors’ market 
were in full agreement with state- 
ments by representative paint manu- 
facturers in the New York area last 
week, declaring that the current 
month was the worst within their 
memory. Because of the diversified line 
of outlet which the dry color group 
serves, sales during the first six or 
seven months of the year were some- 
what more active than those of other 
paint raw material suppliers, but Au- 
gust has been distinctly dull with 
many consumers on contracts having 
run well behind their committed 
schedule of withdrawals. The factors 
have been entertaining some hopes for 
a seasonal pick-up of business in the 
Autumn, but many of the more con- 
servative sellers did not look for much 
over the remainder of the year. Com- 
petition for the limited business avail- 
able continued keen and price shading 
was frequently indicated, although not 
on the surface of the market because 
of the necessity for the protection of 
contracts. 

Carbon Black.—Producers continued 
to quote the standard grade at 3c. per 
pound for car lot quantities, f.o.b. 
Texas, but as. previously reported 
there were occasional offerings at a 
fraction less. Quotations for the lith- 
ographing and varnish grades were 
held steadily, but the sale of these 
grades was small, as was the standard 
product. August consumption by rub- 
ber tire makers was quite small. 

Carmine.—Makers continued to hold 
their prices in a steady position and 
the position of the basic raw material 
has also been one of steadiness. Sales 
were slow and there were some small- 
lot offerings at second hands at some- 
what below the generally quoted price. 

Chrome Yellow.—The spot quota- 
tions continued at 16%c. per pound, 
with very little business going for- 
ward.

The sellers were trusting that 
some pick-up in contract withdrawals 
would show up with the Autumn, al- 
though some were not very hopeful 
for the remainder of the year. 

Iron Blues.—Makers declared last 
week that the quotations were steady 
at 35c. to 36c. per pound. A recently 
offered lot of Persian blue on a Gov- 
ernment bid at 34c. per pound was re- 
garded as a distress lot and manufac- 
turers stated that they were holding 
for the full schedule. 

Ocher.—Prices for both the imported 
and domestic article continued un- 
changed last week, as business re- 
mained in slow fashion. 


Colors in Oil 


Slowness continued to feature the 
group of oil colors. The sales turn- 
over in the metropolitan district of 
New York was extremely small last 
week and the entire month of August 
has been one of serious financial con- 
cern for distributors, There have been 
no important changes in the prices. 


Varnish Gums 


The slowness of the market contin- 
ued as the foremost topic for conver- 
sation among observers of the var- 
nish gums’ market last week. The 
continued limited volume of trading 
has become more or less characteris- 
tic to the market and prices for the 
several gums were still in an entirely 
nominal position. The named quota- 
tions were merely indicators of what 
could be done when it came to actual 
bartering. 

Copals.—Throughout the week de- 
mands were small and mainly for job- 
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bing lots. The prices were without a 
quotable change, but subject to fre- 
quent and liberal shading. According 
to the consul at Antwerp the arrivals 
of gum in that city from the Belgian 
Congo during July amounted to 718 
tons, contrasted with 3,374 tons in 
July, 1930. Total arrivals from the 
3Selgian Congo for the first seven 
months of 1931 are 6,416 tons, com- 
pared with 10,514 tons during the cor- 
responding period of 1930. 

Dammars. — Sellers continued to 
name l0c. per pound as the nominal 
spot position of the standard A/E Ba- 
tavia product, but 94c. per pound was 
quoted more frequently than the 10c. 
price. A similar condition was noted 
in the Singapore product. Quotations 
for the Singapore No. 1 article were 
based at 14%c. per pound, but 14c. and 
less was available to buyers. 

Elemi.—There was very little activ- 
ity in this gum last week. Some houses 
failed to receive a single inquiry. The 
quotations were entirely nominal at 
the levels of the most recent sales. 

Kauri.—Sellers here were unable to 
stimulate much interest among the 
regular users last week. Prices also 
continued at the levels of recent weeks, 
but shading was being done on com- 
petition. 

Sandarac. — New crop material 
should be on hand within a few weeks. 
In the meanwhile business was at a 
complete standstill and prices hovered 
around the 18c. per pound mark. 


Other Paint Materials 


China clay, whiting, talc and other 
paint materials continued to find a 
closely limited market last week. 
Trade in these commodities during 
August has been of very small propor- 
tions and the suppliers, like those of 
pigments, dry colors and other paint 
raw materials, were hinging their 
hopes upon a seasonal improvement 
in the Fall. There were no reportable 
developments in the price aspect for 
these materials last week. 

Casein.—The market remained weak 
and slow. Prices were nominally un- 
changed, but openly weak and the 
sales movements small indeed. 

China Clay.—Dealers in this article 
were holding their prices unchanged 
from previous levels. Activity at the 
mining centers was small and not very 
encouraging. 

Whiting.—Importers continued to 
offer at $17 per ton upward for ar- 
rival, with little or no buying being 
done. The market for the domestic 
product was also small and _ sellers 
were centering their hopes for better- 
ment with the coming of the Fall 
months. 


Driers 


Competition among manufacturers 
of stearates, palmitates and oleates 
continued quite keen, with price weak- 
ness in the former group showing up 
most prominently. Stearate makers 
were quoting their usual schedule in 
a nominal sense, but were willing to 
shade quite liberally if the size of the 
order in prospect or the nature of 
competition warranted it. A _ similar 
condition held true for other drier ma- 
terials. Buyers were not at all hurried 
in taking advantage of this opportu- 
nity and the sales movement contin- 
ued very small. 


Metal Leaf 


This was another division of the 
market where conditions were in a 
state of disorganization. The prices 
for metal leaf were subject to frequent 
shading in the press for business. Gold 
leaf, however, continued to occupy a 
place of firmness, particularly because 
of the rigid firmness of the basic raw 


material. 
Glues 


The bone glue market was extremely 
quiet last week and hide glues were 
not much more active. Small-lot spot 
trading comprised the activity in the 
bone glue market; regular users have 
sufficient stocks on hand or were con- 
tracted well ahead for their require- 
ments. The prices were unchanged. 
Hide glue activity was somewhat bet- 
ter than bone glue, but in the aggre- 
gate the week's trading was not very 
encouraging to the makers. 


Lacquer Materials 


The market for the various lacquer 
solvents passed through a compara- 
tively slow trading week. Sales in all 
directions of the market indicated that 
buyers were holding purchases to ac- 
tual requirements. The market lacked 
an outstanding feature, with the price 
position unchanged, While some opin- 
ions about trade indicated that a 
slight seasonal betterment could be 
expected in the automobile industry 
during the next month, buying sub- 
stantiating such a belief was lacking 
here during the period under review. 
Automobile output in August was ex- 
pected to aggregate approximately

Trade in naval stores in the local 
market lacked snap last week. A fair 
inquiry was noted in some circles but 
as in recent preceding weeks, actual 
purchasing was generally limited to 
comparatively small quantities to fill 
immediate or nearby requirements. 


The prevailing tone was steady and 
changes in quotations were narrow. 
Advices from the South concerning 
turpentine contained nothing very 
striking in the way of market news. 
The improvement in sentiment pre- 


still appeared

viously noted, however, 
to prevail. There seemed to be 
fear of the large co-operative holdings. 
Some of this turpentine is reported to 
have been sold for export recently at 
a slightly higher price than prevailed 
at the time in the open market. 
Offerings of turpentine in primary 
markets last week were moderate and 


the tone at Savannah and Jackson- 
ville was generally firm. Changes in 


quotations from day to day were small. 
Sales to domestic buyers held up well 
and according to some in the trade 
here the takings were limited by the 
size of the offerings. Reports were 
current of a fairly active export in- 
quiry.

The rosin situation was featured by 
an increase in the outward movement, 
clearances from both Savannah and 
Jacksonville being liberal, with a de- 
crease in stocks. On one day of the 
week shipments from Jacksonville ex- 
ceeded 12,000 barrels. 


There was a fairly active demand 
from domestic rosin buyers for the 
medium and lower grades.

Naval Stores Assistance 


Refused by Timber Board 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27, 1931. 
Representatives of naval stores pro- 


ducers, looking for any aid in their 
present marketing difficulties, are un- 
derstood to have applied in vain for 
assistance from the United States 


Timber Conservation Board. The board 
declined to enter the naval stores pic- 
ture at this time on the ground that 
it has nothing to offer the industry ex- 
cept advice and this is already avail- 
able from other government agencies. 

The Timber Conservation Board, ap- 
pointed this year by President Hoover, 
is a quasi-official body, without legis- 
lative status, composed of Cabinet 
members and representatives of forest 
industries, and is patterned after the 
Federal Oil Conservation Board. Its 
chief accomplishment to date was the 
recent publication of a report by a 
special committee giving estimates of 
lumber consumption during the last 
half of this year, recommending sub- 
stantial reductions in lumber stocks, 
and suggesting the amount of new pro- 
duction of each lumber species needed 
to meet consumption demands the bal- 
ance of the year. This report is be- 
lieved to have had a beneficial effect 
on the lumber industry. 

A similar report on turpentine and 
rosin would not be of great benefit, 
board officials are believed to have in- 
formed the naval stores industry pri- 
vately, because information on produc- 
tion, stocks, and probable demand is 
already available, because naval stores 
production is relatively concentrated 
in a single area, and because a few 
large organizations dominate produc- 
tion and marketing. 

The timber board is interested in the 
naval stores industry insofar as tap- 
ping the trees affects the future supply 
of saw timber. Present tapping meth- 
ods, and particularly excess production 
are felt to constitute an unnecessary 
drain on the Southern pine forests, but 
it is considered doubtful that this could 
be altered simply by a recommenda- 


tion from the timber board. The 
United State Forest Service and the 
Pureau of Chemistry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have long been 
recommending improved and less 
harmful methods of tapping, and the 
industry has access to the advice of 
marketing experts of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, the Federal 
Farm Board, and the Bureau of For- 


and Domestic Commerce.

Nitrate International 
Situation Is Gloomy 


Italy Sharply Increases Tariffs as 
Belgium Adopts Licensing 
System 


According to advices from Paris 
reaching this city August 25, a nitrate 
production agreement has been reach- 
ed in principle by Belgium with Ger- 
many, Norway and England, it being 
stated that, while France has not 
signed the pact, it is sympathetic to 
the plan and new negotiations were 


looked for to establish the French im- 
port quotas for the group 
Meanwhile Belgium and Italy took 
What were regarded as defensive 
measures in the current nitrate price 
war with Italy on August 21 increas- 
ing the rates of duty on imports of 
nitrates. The Chilean producers of 
natural nitrates, the Nitrate Corpor- 
ation of Chile, known as “Cosach,” 
however, received a license to ship its 
product into Italy free of duty, accord- 
ing to a cablegram sent from Europe, 
by E. A. Cappelen Smith, president, to

the company’s New York offices. In it 
he stated: 
The Italian Minister of Finance is em- 


powered by decree to grant licenses for 
foreign fertilizers to cover the national 
requirements. Accordingly he has granted 
us a license to import into Italy duty free 
for the current calendar year, 60,000 
tons of nitrate of soda. 

The Italian decree increases the gen- 
eral tariff rates on a number of nitro- 
genous materials, but does not affect 
the so-called conventional rates which 
apply to imports from certain coun- 
tries having commercial treaties, in- 
cluding the United States, Chile, Ger- 
many, Belgium, and France. However,

Crushers en- 
intervals to prevent the in- 
premiums but failed in their 
efforts. For the month of August prices 
are very strong compared with futures 
and there is no signs of a setback at the 
moment because all of the crushers need 
flax and shipping advices are falling off.

According to private reports the 
crop will not total better than 11,000,000 
bushels and from that figure downward. 
Farmers have been rushing their supplies 
to market and naturally will not have 
much reserve in a very short time. Some 
districts already have marketed about all 
that can be offered above seed require- 
ments next spring. In some instances 
even seed flax has been sold to secure 
much needed money. However, over a 
large territory the quality produced this 
season was hardly fit for seed and in 
marketing same the farmers did not show 
any particular lack of judgment. They 
may have to pay up for requirements 
next spring but will have real seed. 

So far there been no movement 
from Montana. is a steady trickle 
of receipts from “Minnesota and South 
Dakota and North Dakota is selling in 
fair shape, where the weather is favor- 
able for harvest. Crushers were sur- 
prised at the quality for this last weeks’ 
run. They expected high moisture con- 
tent but failed to run as liberal as 
expected. 

There is a little shipping demand for 
seed from day to day but it is not par- 
ticularly important. Duluth is fighting 
for diversion point offerings and will pay 
just a slight premium over local prices 
to keep seed moving to that market. 

Local stocks decreased 5,000 bushels in 
three days of the present statistical week 
where an increase was expected. There 
probably was some increase in private 
elevators. Public elevator stocks show a 
tendency to slide back. There is some 
elevator buying of heavy quality for mix- 
ing purposes but very few cars show de- 
sired weight. 

No. 1 seed on spot is quoted at 2c. to 
3c. over September, mostly 3c. over. Only 
a few of the poorest cars sell at 2c. over 
and occasionally an overgraded cars will 
sell lower.

Refined Oil Futures Irregular within Small Limits-- 


Census Cotton Ginning Figures Much Smaller than 
Last Year--Lard Easier--Southern Markets Still Quiet 


Local and Southern markets for cot- 
tonseed products were quiet last week. 
Here the market for refined oil futures 
was irregular, changes in prices being 
within rather narrow limits. Southern 
markets for crude oil as well as other 
products were largely nominal. Re- 
ports were current of offerings of seed 
at considerably lower prices. There 
was also shading of quotations on meal 
in some sections. 

The Census Bureau published a re- 
port on the ginning early in the week. 
These figures were much smaller than 
a year ago and well below the expecta- 
tions of many in the cotton and cotton- 
seed oil trades, but in a narrow market 
for oil they were without effect. The 
same was true of less favorable crop 
accounts from some sections of the 
cotton belt. 

The total transactions in bleachable 
refined oil futures on the New York 
Produce Exchange for five business 
days of the week were 67 tankcars. 
Closing prices on Thursday were 3 
points lower to 13 higher as compared 
with the final prices of the previous 
week.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Quiet conditions continued to prevail 
in Southern markets, buyers and sell- 
ers in many cases apparently being 
disposed to await further developments 
in the crop situation, and few look for 
any material increase in activity until 
the season is further advanced. The 
crop is said to be anywhere from 2 to 4 
weeks late, and the census figures on 
the ginning seemed to give confirma- 
tion to such reports, the quantity 
ginned thus far this season being much 
smaller than in the corresponding 
period last season. 

The prevailing tone appeared to be 
easy, with reports current of further 
shading of quotations on meal. In 
same sections prices were maintained 
at former levels for prompt shipment, 
but the figures appeared to be largely 
nominal. Reports were current of of- 
ferings of seed for October shipment 
from earlier sections in the extreme 
South at as low as $10 to $12 per ton, 
though higher prices were also named. 

Quotations on 7 percent meal in the 
Southeast ranged from $13 to $16 per 
ton. In the Valley 8 percent meal for 
prompt shipment was nominal at $18 
to $19 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil 


The market here for refined cotton- 
seed oil futures was quiet last week 
and there were few developments of 
striking interest. Prices showed ir- 
regularity, changes being narrow and 
without significance, a small prepon- 
derance of orders on either side of 
the market being sufficient to influence 
quotations slightly. Commission houses 
had few orders and ring traders in 
many cases were inclined to do little 
more than look on. Some were dis- 
posed to hold off until it was possible 
to get a clearer idea as to the probable 
size of the cotton crop. Others were 
inclined to curtail operations pending 
further developments in the general 
business and financial situation. 

An event of more or less interest 
was the publication of the semi- 
monthly report from the Census Bu- 
reau on the ginning. This appeared 
on Monday and stated the quantity of 
cotton ginned from the growth of 1931 
prior to August 16 at only 90,414 run- 
ning bales. This compared with 572,810 
bales in the corresponding period of 
1930 and 304,771 bales in 1929. Al- 
though the ginning figures for this 
season were much smaller than gen- 
erally expected they had little effect, 
the sharp decrease in the quantity 
ginned as compared with last season 
being attributed to the lateness of the 
crop in many sections although some 
contended that the figures seemed to 
indicate that the crop has been over- 
estimated by the government. The 
ginning in Texas this season was only 
73,402 bales as compared with 466,036 
bales for the corresponding period last 
season and 258,282 bales in 1929; 
Georgia 10,878 bales against 53,752 and 
31,009; Alabama 3,629 bales against 
21,037 and 6,455 bales. 

The weekly government weather and 
crop report was less favorable than 
some had expected. It stated that in 
general the week was unfavorable for 
the cotton. crop, though not markedly 
so for the belt as a whole. In the 
Northern two-thirds of Texas progress 
Was spotted with complaints of shed- 
ding, plants dying, premature open- 


ing on the drier uplands and root ro 
in some central sections while recent 
rains in the South have been unfavor 
able; picking made rather slow prog- 
ress. In Oklahoma growth was good 
except on dry uplands where it was 
rather poor to only fair. Picking is 
just beginning in the Southern Cen- 
tral and South eastern portions of the 
state. 

In central states of the belt progress 
varied considerably with complaints 
of shedding, rank growth and poor 


fruiting in wetter localities yut in 

provement in a few sections, especially 
Eastern Tennessee. In many places 
the weather has favored an increase 
in weevil activities. In the Atlanti 


States there was too much moisture 
for cotton in some sections, especially 
in North Carolina. tains in Georgia 
were not needed but growth was 
mostly good in the state except in 
parts of the South with rather marked 
improvement in the Northern sect 

In the Southeast picking is slow 
partly because of economic conditions 

Southern markets for crude oil con- 
tinued quiet and few look for any 
change in the situation in this respect 
until the new crop of seed commences 
to move freely In official advices 
crude oil was reported in Southern 
markets as nominal Private advices 
from the Southeast quoted 4%c. per 
pound for crude. Business in many 
oils, fats and greases here continued 
quiet. Tallow was less active but of- 
ferings were lighter and the market 
was fairly steady. The trend of lard 
was downward at times The export 
movement of that commodity con- 
tinued on a comparatively small scale. 
Shipments of lard from all ports In 
the United States to foreign countries 
during the period from January 1 to 
August 22 were 368,194,000 pounds 
against 456,591,000 pounds in the cor- 
responding period last year. Receipts 
of live hogs in Western markets were 
small or moderate. The average 
weight of the hogs received in Chi- 
eago during the week ended August 
22 was 260 pounds against 261 pounds 
in the previous week and 258 pounds 
in the week before that. 

Closing prices on Thursday were 3 
points lower to 13 higher as compared 
with the final quotations of the pre- 
vious Friday.

ural gasolines from which many spe-

prior to the shut-down of production

3u- 
tane and propane, however, being ob- 
tained in vast quantities from waste 
sources, do not generally reflect in- 


creases in related petroleum products. 
In the meanwhile, inquiry from indus-

The marke* for blue vitriol moved 
through « “omparatively quiet trad- 
ing week. The quietness was attributed 
to the termination of the active ship- 
ping season to the domestic consumers. 
However, it was stated that the August 
tur:over Would measure up satisfac- 
torily with the volume of business 
re:lized in the same month a year ago. 
At the same time a resumption of 
heavy consumption in South America 
was expected to take place, judging by 
the orders on the books of the leading 
sellers for the initial shipments in that 
direction with opening of the active 
shipping season there September 1. 


Aithough the refusal of a new piece 
rate offer made by the forty of the 
larger manufacturers in Paterson, N. J. 
district has been rejected by the strike 
breakers, sellers of soda phosphate in- 
dicated that the labor difficulties had 
not interrupted shipments to that sec- 
tion, inasmuch as the departments 
using that material have not sympa- 
thized with the strike breakers. Soda 
acetate continued firm, with no relief 
apparent in the shortage. 

The condition of copperas market 
was about unchanged, with the sellers 
allocating the merchandise in a rather 
sparingly manner to routine consum- 
ers. While the steel mill operations 
failed to note an improvement last 
week, with the theoretical capacity un- 
changed, it was, however, indicated 
that specification releases could be ex- 
pected after the holiday period. 

Alums.—A fair volume of shipments 
of the sulphate commodity moved to 
the water filtering and paper manu- 
facturers during the week just closed. 
Demand for both the various forms of

potash and ammonia alums continued 
slow. All quotations were unchanged. 

Ammonia, Anhydrous.—Spot market 
moved through a dull trading week, 
but major consumers continued to 
take a fair volume against contracts. 
The market was steady and prices 
were without alteration. 

Ammonia, Aqua.— Nothing in the 
way of an important nature occurred 
in this direction last week, with the 
filling of routine orders constituting 
the activity. No change in the quot- 
able range was uncovered. 

Antimony.—The situation here was 
relatively unchanged from the preced- 
ing week, with the primary market 
cables indicating an easy tone in the 
dealings there and local demand slug- 
gish, with the result sellers here were 
inclined to shade the 6.60c. per pound 
price. 

Barium Salts.—Sellers reported the 
market for the peroxide item firm, al- 
though the call continued limited and 
narrow. Call for the hydrate merchan- 
dise was supplied by the usual buyers, 
holding commitments to actual needs. 
All quotations were identical] to those 
in force previously. 

Bleaching Powder.—Buying here was 
on a slow scale throughout the period 
under review, with sellers quoting the 
market at the levels established pre- 
viously. Of the total June exports of 
89,416 pounds, Brazil received the bulk 
of the material, taking 29,150 tons; 
Canada, 21,760 tons, and Cuba, 21,554 
pounds. 

Blue Vitriol—The market was com- 
paratively quiet throughout the week, 
with the termination of the domestic 
active shipping season a few weeks 
ago. However, it might be said that 
shipments in August were expected to 
measure up favorably with the good 
volume experienced in the same month 
a year ago. At the same time the 
heavy consuming period in South 
America got under way officially at the 
start of the new month, and, judging 
by the orders on the books of the lead- 
ing sellers, the outlook relative to the 
South American business is something 
more than encouraging. With the 
copper market holding up, the under- 
tone in the copper sulphate market 
was firm. 

Borax. — Business 
tendency to expand at times during 
the week, with the result the market 
noted a firm tone and prices were un- 
changed.

Allied Tar Is Sued 


Asserting the company had failed 
to meet the first semi-annual interest

Other enterprises listed as completed 
consist of electrical power plants, coal

Agreement Among German, Norwegian, Netherlands 
And Belgian Nitrate Makers Reported--Italy Invokes 
Duty on Nitrates but Exempts 60,000 Tons from Chile 


It was reported from Paris last week 
that agreement, at least in prin- 
cipal, had been among rep- 
resentatives of Norwegian, 
Belgian and British ni- 
trates, to fix prices, regulate 
tion and allocate markets. Confirma- 


tion by official announcement was 
lacking. French, Italian and Nether- 
lands producers were not included in 
the reported union. The French group, 
it was reported, was in sympathy with 
the principle of the agreement and 
would probably join in the movement 
when details of establishing import 
quotas were to be taken up: the ab- 
sence of the Netherlands interests was 
significant im the fact that their ac- 
tivity in the sale of low-period sul- 
phate of ammonia in this country has 
been greater than any other foreign 
country. This alone was viewed by 
some students of the market here as 
an indication that the cartel reported 
to have been formed last week would 
not help to bolster sulphate prices here.

need for nitrates is concerned. In ad- 
dition to establishing a license system 
for the importation of nitrates, like 
those recently adopted by France, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Germany, 
an import duty of 550 lire per 1,000 
kilos (equivalent to $28.76 per metric 
ton) was imposed on all Italian im- 
ports except for 60,000 tons of nitrate 
which the Chilean group was given a 
permit to import without duty. 

Local opinion as to what affect the 
complex condition of the European 
market will have here was divided. 
With the Chilean interests shut out of 
several countries through the adop- 
tion of preferential licensing systems 
and the imposition of prohibitive tariff 
duties there will be a lively scramble 
for the available business in the open 
markets. Price, of course, will be the 
determining factor. With the possi- 
bility of losses or at least very narrow 
profits in selling Europe, it was pointed 
out in some directions here that the 
Chilean interests might attempt to 
neutralize their shortened income by 
invoking relatively high prices here, 
particularly since the Chilean govern- 
ment is pressed for money and depends 
upon the profits of the nitrate of soda 
industry as an important source of rev- 
enue. At the same time, the students 
of the market that entertain this be- 
lief, do not say that prices here will 
not be lower than last wear; the ex- 
tremely low prices for sulphate of am- 
monia and increasing competition from 
the domestic producers of synthetic 
nitrate of soda point to some lowering 
of prices. 

Other observers point out that a 
preferential license such as the one 
granted by Italy last week could cause 
animous competition between the syn- 
thetic makers in Eufgpe and the fac- 
tors of natural material in Chile.

Conditions in the market for crude fer- 
tilizer materials are about as they have 
been. Sellers find themselves without any 
incentive to put forth extra effort, so that 
the movement lags, with prices largely 
nominal.

American Agricultural 
Chemical Reports Loss 


A net loss of $782,172 was reported 
by the American Agricultural Chemical 
Company of Delaware in its first an- 
nual report, covering the fiscal year 
ended June 30. This was after a non- 
recurring bond interest charge of $566,- 
556, the bonds having been redeemed 
under the reorganization plan by which 
the present company succeeded a Con- 
necticut corporation of the same name. 
The last named company reported for 
the preceding year, a net profit of $1,- 
480,571, or $4.66 a share on the stock 
now outstanding. 

The company’s business in the past 
year had to be operated at greatly re- 
duced capacity, Horace Bowker, presi- 
dent, stated, and competition resulted 
in sales of fertilizers at unprofitable 
prices. Present economic conditions, 
he further stated, call for a revision of 
methods which are no longer adapted 
to the needs of the industry, but such 
necessary readjustments require con- 
siderable time. 

Mr. Bowker’s discussion of the 
uation was in part as follows:— 


Pursuant to action taken during the 
year under review, but which did not be- 
come effective until August 1 this year 
so that it could not be reflected in the 
balance sheet, all of the company’s funded 
debt has been eliminated through the re- 
demption of bonds. Thus the item of 
$566,556 for bond interest will not be 
recurrent, although there will be some 
interest charge for bank borrowings dur- 
ing the seasonal periods between the 
building up of inventories and collecting 
the proceeds of sold merchandise. 

This leaves your company without any 
funded debt or other senior securities, and 
the common stock is now the only out- 
standing capital obligation. The former 
year-round burdensome’ bond _ interest 
charges have been eliminated and the 
compny has materially improved its earn- 
ing power and gained greater flexibility in 
the financing of its seasonal business. 
After the retirement of the bonds at the 
beginning of August, cash on hand 
amounted to about $1,700,000, and total 
eurrent assets, including inventories and 
receivables, aggregated about $14,900,000, 
as against bank loans and other current 
liabilities of only about $1,800,000. 

This indicates a net working capital of 
about $13,100,000 and a ratio of current 
assets to current liabilities, after retire- 
ment of bonds on August 1, of better than 
8 to 1. Only six years ago the outstand- 
ing funded debt and current liabilities 
amounted to more than $33,000,000. 

The policy of carrying inventories at 
cost or market, which ever is lower, has 
been adhered to and all necessary ad- 
justments have been reflected in operat- 
ing results. Inventories at June 30, 1931, 
were lower than at the end of the pre- 
ceding year by $795,307.31 

The amount of outstanding receivables 
has been reduced to the lowest figure 
since hefore the war. In view of the 
difficulties credit situation in agricul- 
tural communities the extension of credits 
was further restricted and reserves have 
been set up at rates equal to those which 
have heretofore been used. No additional 
reserves have been found necssary against 
receivables from prior years. 

Under economic conditicns as 
existing the industry must adjust 
to a lower level of prices, which in turn 
means that cost of production and dis- 
tribution must be reduced still further if 
profits are to be realized This calls for 
a revision of methods which are no longer 
adapted to the needs of the industry. 
The necessary readjustments cannot be 
accomplished overnight. 

However, the management of

Quotations for Egg Albumen Advanced -- Sumac 
Extract and Valonia Beards Lower--Zinc Dust Holds 
--Gambier Is Firm--Good Call for Soda Bichromate 


An advance in the quotation for egg 
albumen together with a decline in the 
prices for sumac extract and 
beards constituted the changes in the 
market for dyestuffs and tanstuffs dur- 
ing the week just ended. Withdrawals 
by the textile trade indicated that a 
hand-to-mouth policy continued in 
vogue, despite an expansion of produc- 
tion schedules in several branches of 
that industry. A dormant demand ex- 
isted in the majority of the tanning 
materials. 

Upward revision in the price sched- 
ule for egg albumen was the result of 
the importers trading among them- 
selves rather than a decided improve- 
ment in the consuming demand. The 
trading activity among the importers 
Was attributed to the desire of several

inventory of the material before the 
full effects of the additional nine cent 
per pound duty is felt. The additional 
nine cent per pound duty on egg prod- 
ucts was proclaimed as of July 24. 
Spray and granular egg noted a slow 
demand, with prices steady at the 
levels established previously. 

The reduction in the various forms 
of sumac extract was the aftermath of 
the declines noted in Sicilian sumac 
over the past few months, coupled 
with keen competition. Lowering of 
the quotation for valonia beard was 
said to be due to the approach of the 


new crop months, plus an effort to 
stimulate demand. Among the other 
tanning materials it was stated that 


a slight broadening was shown in the 
demand for the various sorts of 
cutch as well as quebracho. It was 
also indicated that the recent reduc- 
tions in the latter commodity out- 
growth of the lowering of the export 
duty at the primary point and to 
espand the utilization of that item. 
Despite the fact that the tanning 
industry has maintained a hand-to- 
mouth buying policy, preliminary July 
statistics on the shoe production shows 
that the output was 18 percent ahead 
of the same month a year ago, being 
placed at 28,500,000 pairs as compared 


with 24,121,000 pairs in the same 
month a year ago, and marking the 


fifth consecutive month in which pro- 
duction has shown a gain. 

A fairly active call was experienced 
for soda bichromate, while potash bi- 
chromate moved to the routine quar- 
ters at a satisfactory pace. A good 
demand for zinc dust coupled with a 
steady basic market enabled sellers to 
quote the levels of the preceding week. 
Among the other items in the chemical 
division, antimony salt noted a fairly 
steady call, while a slow demand was 
shown for antimony oxide and needle. 

In connection with the textile indus- 
try it was indicated that the silk mills 
were gradually stepping up operations, 
while the wool branch was operating 
at capacity. In fact, some textile mills 
have cancelled the usual one week va- 
eation period over Labor Day, due to 
the voluminous character of the Fall 
orders.

Further Cut in Domestic Tartaric Acid Paralleled by 
Decline in Rochelle Salt and Seidlitz Mixture Prices-- 
Glycerophosphates Steadier--Menthol Is Firm Here 


Price features in the market for 
drugs and fine chemicals’ included 
higher quotations for tartaric acid, 
Rochelle salt, and Seidlitz mixture. 
The weakness of tartrates abroad was 
pronounced. Menthol remained firm, 
but demand was less pressing. Al- 
cohol was steady as to price with de- 
liveries showing some gain. Produc- 
tion of synthetic methanol gained 
steadily, indicating a probably large 
sale of the anti-freeze material during 
the coming winter. Minor alkaloids 
continued competitive, yet prices were 
without further movement in favor of 
buyers. 

The decline in tartaric prices was 
the second one within two weeks. The 
declines here were reported to be due 
to the severity of foreign competition 
and the general weaknes of all tartar 
products in the European market. 
Early in the period, prices for Ro- 
chelle salt and Seidlitz mixture were 
reduced, reflecting the decline in tar- 
taric acid prices during the previous

Reports current in the market last 
week suggested that the production of 
alcohol might be reduced by the erec- 
tion of smaller quotas. This move is 
being considered with a _ view to 
stabilizing price by preventing ac- 
cumulation of a surplus of stocks 
should consumption remain curtailed 
during the next year. 

Sales of anti-freeze methanol prom- 
ise to gain during the coming winter, 
if the present production of the domes- 
tic makers be a sign. Output is be- 
ing steeped up to conform with the 
contract obligations of the makers. 
This business will raise the consump- 
tidn of the denaturants and coloring 
materials now required when methanol 
is sold for use in motor car radiators 

Glycerophosphates were steadier fol- 
lowing the decline in prices during the 
previous week. Quotations for man- 
ganese glycerophosphate have yet to 
be reduced and conditions do not sug- 
gest an early change 

Quinine was still unsettled but no 
further change came in prices in the 
United States were lower in Europe 
and that condition of affairs seemed to 
make it possible for sellers of quinine 
made by independent makers to com- 
pete with the Dutch Monopoly in the 
European markets. 

Acetanilide.—The stability of prices 
for this article has been in keeping 
with the cost of the material As to 
demand, it has gained slightly of late 
as some manufacturing consumers 
have been disposed to protect their re- 
quirements to the end of the year. 

Agar Agar.—Demand was fairly ac- 
tive but most quantities required by 
buyers were comparatively small. Quo- 
tations were very firm. Replacement 
costs were well maintained and offer- 
ings of high quality agar were not 
large in the primary market. 

Alcohol.—Talk in local circles last 
week suggested that the production of 
denatured alcohol during the coming 
winter might be cut down by the Com- 
missioner of Industrial Alcohol. A 
short time back it was thought that 
an increase might be permitted but it 
is probable that alcohol producers seek 
to stabilize prices by reducing output 
to prevent accumulation of surplus 
supplies now that consumption is de- 


creasing in keeping with lessened ac- 
tivity on the part of many manufac- 
turers using different kinds of alcohol, 
denatured and otherwise. As to prices, 
they were steady during the past week. 

Aloin.—Some tendency to reduce 
prices were reported in this market 
but so far as could be learned the 
principal producers have maintained 
quotations. The cost for manufacture 
has changed little raw material values 
having been maintained fairly well des- 
pite the world wide liquidation of mer- 
chandise values generally. 

Ammonia Carbonate. — Although 
trade was not expansive, it was still 
being maintained at levels comparing 
favorably with the movement in recent 
weeks. Prices were steady throughout 
the week. 

Amidopyrine.— Undertones were very 
steady. Sales volume was less than 
normal but the leading sellers of this 
article declared that competition had 
decreased and that holders of prompt 
delivery goods were able to secure full 
prices in most instances. 

Amyl Alcohol.—Movement to buyers 
held up will but the current call for the 
article was distinctly routine in char- 
acter with the total of sales somewhat 
below than normal for the article at 
this time. 

Antipyrine.—Speculation and com- 
petition has been eliminated from the 
market for this material. It comes 
from a single source in the United 
States and the lone producer has sta- 
bilized the market fully at a price 
which foreign made goods do not seem 
ample to meet, duty considered. De- 
mand continued to be very fair in 
volume. 

Barbital.—The tendency to shade re- 
mained a source of some unsettlement 
during the past week. Quotations were 
lowest at $3.70 per pound in the open 
market. The unsettlement may be 
traced back to the situation in the 
European markets. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts.—Conven- 
tion prices for salts in the European 
markets were declared to be quite 
firm. Metal was also steady abroad. 
In this market, routine business was 
met by firmly maintained quotations 
and a minimum of competition for 
business in either metal or-salts. 

Bromine and Bromides.—Reports 
from Germany indicate the growth of 
competition and weakening of prices 
to an extent that may reach on world 
values for this group. London has re- 
flected the weakness in its recent re- 
ports. In this market, a routine mar- 
ket has prevailed with the situation 
being well in hand. ” 

Cadmium Metal and Salts.—Stable 
prices seemed to prevail in all markets. 
For some months now prices for metal 
have been held almost firmly and those 
for salts have been readjusted suf- 
ficiently to bring most of them into 
stabilized position. Demand remained 
subnormal. 

Calcium Glycerophosphate. — The 
new and lower prices noted during the 
previous week assumed a steadier po- 
sition during the period under review. 
Some gain in sales has come with the 
more favorable quotations. Also, pro- 
tection against further declines has 
created some confidence among buyers. 

Castor Oil.—Business continued in 
moderate and subnormal volume. How-

maintain its advanced position. The 
price for tankcar quantities remained 
at 14c. per gallon, f.o.b. Group 3. 

Pentane. — Sharing the position of 
other hydrocarbon gases, this market 
has remained even and unchanged, but 
was likely to advance if sustained 
strength in natural gasolines was 
noted. The price for the normal grade 
was 8c. per gallon and the laboratory 
grade was quoted at 16%c. per gallon, 
both in tankcars at the Midcontinent 
refineries. 

Petroleum Ether. — This 
other commodity that the producers 
indicated would likely be higher in 
price. For the present, the market re- 
mained in an even position with llc.

Petrolatum.—These oils received 
some statistical strength from the 
crude advances in Pennsylvania but 
little actual strength was observed. 
The purchasing trade was not giving 
much support to the situation although 
buying in some directions was said to 
have been better last week. 


Fuels and Lubricants 


The advancing price movement 
which commenced in the Mideontinent 
region three weeks ago was continued 
last week as strength was the dominant 
feature, and indications that higher 
prices were likely to follow if the pres- 
ent tightness of the crude supply was 
sustained, were given out in all direc- 
tions. Buying of bright stocks and 
cylinder oils was indeed heavier last 
week, but the general Midcontinent re-

Refiners and purchasers were watch-

Following the course that it has in- 
dicated for the past fortnight, the East 
Coast refinery market for U. S. Motor 
gasoline was marked upward last week. 
The price situation at the local re- 
fineries was a strong one and here, too, 
refiners have _ indicated that _ still 
higher prices will come if the present 
tight crude situation is sustained. 
There will be no meteoric rise in the 
East Coast position, however, as it was 
learned that distributors have bought 
upward of 1,000,000 barrels of Cali- 
fornia gasoline for September-October 
delivery at laid down prices that were 
lower than the current position of the 
selling market here. Com) ition fron 
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this California material will likely pre- 
vent any sharp rise in the market. 

The fuel oil position on the East 
Coast was somewhat brighter on the 
basis of improved buying, but the in- 
crease in demand was not sufficient 
to lift the prices of C grade bunker oil 
and Diesel oil from their very low 
position.

Market Conditions 

Gasoline—Following its indicated 
course of a week ago, the bulk mar- 
ket at local refineries advanced last 
week. An advance of \c. per gallon 
was effected Wednesday, making the 
low price for U. S. Motor in tankcars 
54%c. per gallon at the refineries. At 


the close of the week there were only 
a few companies offering at the 5%c. 
per gallon basis, most of the refiners 
holding for 6c. With the passing of 
each day, the market was noted to 
have gained strength and buying sup- 
port was quite active on the rising 
market. The refiners are not anxious 
sellers for forward position at present 
prices, indicating that the tight condi- 


tions in the Midcontinent were likely 
to effect even higher prices in this 
market. Concurrent with the firming 


market here, however, it was reported 
from the West Coast that upward of 
1,000,000 gallons of California gasoline 
have been sold to Eastern distributors 
within the past several days at prices 
ranging from 5%c. to 5\%&c. per gal- 
lon, delivered at Atlantic ports. These 
sales were for September-October de- 
livery and could possibly level the ris- 
ing tendency of the market here which 
has been forecast for occurrence with- 
in the next few weeks because of the 
increasing cost position in the Mid- 
continent. Export gasoline prices were 
marked up sharply at the Gulf last 
week. The U. S. Motor product was 
quoted at 5%c. per gallon; 60-62, 400 
e.p., at 5%4c.; 60-62, 390 e.p., 53¢c.; and 
64-66, 375 e.p., at 5%c. per gallon. For- 
eign sales were quite heavy on the ad- 
vancing prices. 

Kerosene.—The local bulk market 
has not been influenced by the advanc- 
ing position of other petroleum refin- 
ery products. Quotations for the 41-43 
water white product remained at 
4%c. per gallon, at the refineries, with 
little demand showing. The export 
market at the Gulf, however, was 
somewhat stronger, with prime white 
being offered at an advance of Ke. per 
gallon orat3%c. The export market for 
the water white grade at the Gulf was 
unchanged at 3%c. per gallon. Tank- 


wagon changes noted last week in- 
cluded a le. per gallon reduction at 
Boston and a lec. per gallon advance 
throughout Ohio. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—The movement 
of bunker and Diesel oil from local 
refining centers has been improved 
because of the rising position of the 
general petroleum market. The im- 
proved buying, however, was not of 
sufficient volume at the end of last 


week to advance the prices from their 
low position of 70c. per barrel for C 
grade bunker oil and $1.40 per barrel 
for Diesel oil, both at the refineries. 
Gas oil was dull and unchanged in 
price. According to reports filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
last week, 1,012,932,384 gallons of fuel 
oil were consumed by Class I rail- 
roads during the first six months of 
1931. 

Lubricating Oils.—Bright stocks and 
cylinder oils in the spot market were 
advanced sharply last week. Light 
bright stocks in barrels were marked 
up 6c. per gallon to the basis of 37%e.; 


light filtered D 600 cylinder oil ad- 
vanced 3%c. per gallon to 33c.; War- 
ren E, was raised 4c. to 26c.; unfiltered 
600, steam refined was advanced le. 
per gallon to 20c.; 650, s. r. was ad- 
vanced 3c. to 23%c. per gallon: 600 
flash was raised lc. per gallon to 


244c.; and 630 flash was advanced Se.

Sales Continue to Erect a Fair Sized Tonnage--First 
Costs on New Crop Goods Low Enough to Permit 


Profits to Dealers Selling 


Sales volume in the market for 
botanical drugs continued to be main- 
tained at fairly satisfactory levels 
The current trade was said to be sug- 
gestive of the idea that stocks car- 
ried by many manufacturing con- 
sumers are extremely small; they are 
believed to be subnormal in so far 
as smaller consumers are concerned, 
but to be fairly large among that 
class of buyers having storage 
space and money to buy merchandise 
when prices are cheap. The returns to 
sellers in terms of dollars and cents 
are far under normal and it was de- 
clared impossible to make a favorable 
comparison on that basis with busi- 
ness done a year ago, or in the pe- 
riods of normal trade. 

The feature of the botanical market 
at this time is the stability in prices 
for the great mass of items comprising 
the market. Regardless of wolume done 
in pounds, or in dollars and cents, 
values have a stability that is in itself 
an unusual quality in the market dur- 
ing the current period im most years 
While shading of quotations is fairly

common, the great mass of items that 
makes up the botanical market show 
considerable ability to resist the buyer 
who beliewes that there is mo bottom to 
declines, 

Given a fair fall trade, to be followed 
by good business during the winter and 
spring months, it is probable that real 
profits may accrue to sellers even at 
the low level of current quotations 
This possibility is based on the 
idea that the primary market pur- 
chases of most dealers will be made 
at prices favorable to the profitable 
sale of most items. Replacement prices 
have beem comparatively low. With 
deflation of spot quotations having 
been done thoroughly, a return to an 
era of conservative profits would seem 
to depend mainly on the quality and 
quantity of demand during the active 
months of the consuming year, 

Collections have not been excessive 
in most primary markets, yet nothing 
akin to a shortage in supplies is prom- 
ised. The reduced collections have 
come about by reason of the low prices 
offered for many items. These low 
prices were based on the fact that 
stocks being carried by many dealers 
were lar~e enough to make it unnec- 
essary for them to buy normal quanti- 
ties of a wide range of articles 

On the whole, the botanical drug 
market could be in much worse shape 
than it is at the present time,

The principal forest officer of the 
Cyprus government has invited tenders 
for licenses to distill laurel oil from 
laurel leaves and fruits growing within 
the Paphos or Troodos and Adelphi 
state forests. It is necessary for those 
submitting tenders to quote a royalty 
in money per oke (2% pounds) or in 
kind. The government of Cyprus re- 
quires that all persons to whom such 
licenses for distillation are granted 
enter into a written agreement for five 
years. The tenders may be in respect 
to all or any of the above forests, ac- 
cording to information received by the 
Department of Commerce from the 
vice-consul at Port Said.

Scarcity of Yellow Carnauba Sends Prices to Higher 
Levels--African Beeswax Lower--Japan Wax Weak at 
Decline--Mexican Floods Delay Candelilla Shipments 


Scarcity of, and higher prices for 
yeilow carnauba wax was easily the 
feature outstanding in the market for 
gums and waxes last week The 
“squeeze” predicted by some dealers 
a couple of weeks ago is being re- 
alized and it is expected that anothet 
week will find quotations at least 10 
percent higher than they were at the 
close of the period under review. 
Candelilla was higher owing to inter- 
ference with the transfer of stocks 
from the interior of Mexico to the 
seaport for export shipment. Beeswax 
had a quiet movement, but the under- 
tone of the market was easy Lowel 
prices prevailed for African wax. Ja- 
pan wax moved further in buyers’ fa- 
vor without developing much interest 
on the part of manufacturing consum- 
ers. Camphor was steady at the recent 
advance, but demand was less. 

The situation in carnauba wax was 
almost critical. Stocks of the yellow 
grades were very small; they seemed 
to be approaching the exhaustion

point so far as dealers were concerned 
New crop wax is not likely to arrive 
here much before November: October 
would be the earliest, but very littk 
wax has been bought with October ar- 
rival guaranteed. Therefore, between 
now and the arrival of replacements 
in November, prices to be paid will de- 
pend on how badly buyers need goods. 
Some consumers may sell some of 
their stocks to dealers with the under- 
standing that the goods will be re- 
placed by lower cost new crop wax 
when it arrives, but such sources of 
supply would be negligible should de- 
mand press Prices for yellow grades 
were advanced and the range between 
sellers’ views widened. The No. 3 
grades were easier and lower. 

Candelilla was slightly higher. Re- 
ports from Mexico were to the effect 
that floods had interfered with the 
movement of wax to the shipment 
ports. Furthermore, low prices have 
all but stopped production of the wax. 
The situation was one of considerable 
firmness. Japan wax was weak and 
prices were keenly competitive and 
subject to shading. 

Demand for camphor showed some 
decrease parallel with a drop in the 
cases of infantile paralysis reported in 
this area. Prices remained steady, 
however, for the reason that recent 
sales had reduced stocks considerably. 
Aloe was in quiet request at un- 
changed prices. Mastic was steady be- 
cause of the narrow distribution of 
stocks in this market. 


Gums 


Aloe.—Calls for prompt delivery 
goods reached this market infrequently 
during the past week but prices were 
not affected by the lack of sustained 
and continued demand for the article. 
Stocks were conservative in size and 
rested in strong hands able to hold 
for prices until demand shall revive. 

Arabic.—A buyers market prevailed 
locally. Open quotations were 8'%c. to 
Ye. per pound but actual sales were 
said to have been made at a shade 
under the inside quotation. Demand 
was light at all times and considerably 
smaller than might be expected. Stocks 
were plentiful 

Asafetida.—The interest of buyers 
failed generally to exceed jobbing re- 
quirements during the past week. 
Nevertheless, prices remained steady 
in view of the fact that surplus stocks 
were lacking and, hence, holders were 
able to stand aloof until such time as 
need forced buyers into the market. 

Camphor.—Demand has tapered off 
considerably but to this writing prices 
have been retained fairly firmly and 
without sign of early recession. Stocks 
were sufficiently conservative to create 
‘a steady undertone in the market de- 


spite the somewhat more quiet trading 
in the material. 

Euphorbium.—Sales were made at 
l4c. to l5ec. per pound but all business 
Was jobbing in size and, hence, the 
market was nominal in activity 

Gamboge. Undertones were very 
steady. The cost to replace current 
supplies precludes much further shad 
ing of quotations and the market 
prices on the spot were well maintained 
in all quarters irrespective of the not 
very active call for the material 

Karaya.—Movement into consump- 
tion was somewhat smaller, vet it was 
still larger than that in many othe 
gums. Prices were quite steady in all 
directions and competition was neg- 
ligible. 

Mastic.—Continued stability in price 
featured the market during a week of 
dull demand. Supplies were in too few 
hands to encourage much competition 
between local sellers. Quotations were 
50c. to 5le. per pound 

Myrrh.—Preparation against the calls 
to come during the winter period have 
been well made and at present a lib- 
eral supply of the merchandise is avail- 
able on the basis of 18c. to 19c. per 
pound. 

Olibanum.—Competition was some- 
what more active than it had been and 
while some shading of quotations was 
said to have taken place, for the most 
part business of average size found 
prices for siftings maintained at 8c. to 
9c, per pound; tears, 12c. to 24c. 


W axes 

Bees.—A fair movement to buyers 
was reported, but on the whole the 
trade was subnormal even for this pe- 
riod of the vear. Offerings of Chilean 
wax were said to be conservative, but 
the suppy of Braziian was available 
at favorable prices. African wax was 
lower at 20c. to 21lc. per pound te - 
fined yellow and bleached were un- 
changed 

Candelilla—Floods in Mexico were 
said to have prevented shipment of 
wax from the interior to the seaboard. 
Spot prices were firmer and higher at 
l4tec, to 15c. per pound. 

Carnauba.—Scarcity of yellow 
grades was pronounced and _ those 
with stocks were in a position to com- 
mand almost any prices from those 
needing that quality of merchandise 
Most dealers held but very” small 
quantities. Replacements are not like- 
ly to reach here earlier than Novem- 
ber, though October arrival is a pos- 
sibility. Quotations were reported to 
be as follows:—Flor, nominal at 36c 
per pound; No. 1, 32c. to 34c. per 
pound as to seller; No. 2 yellow, 3lc. 
to 34c., same conditions; No. 2 North 
Country, li7c. to 18¢.; No. 3 North 
Country, l2%4ec. to 13¢c.; No. 3 chalky, 
3c. to 13% the last two qualities 
being lower in price. 

Japan.—The market was very weak 
and prices at 84c. to 8%c. per pound 
stood an excellent chance of being 
shaded to the basis of 8c. on firm

Shellac 


Foreign markets for shellac were 
without important change in prices 
throughout the past week. The mar- 
kets were very dull, business being 
practically at a standstill and without 
sign of early improvement. The fea- 
ture of the Calcutta market was its 
fair degree of stability regardless otf 
the very small amount of business Le- 
ing done there. It appeared that pres- 
ent prices are probably fundamental 
and are not likely to go materially 
lower however limited trading may be 
in the immediate future. The local 
market was quiet, business being ir- 
regular and routine without much vol- 
ume being recorded in any branch of 
the business.

Gelatin bottle caps are separate ar- 
ticles and must be individually marked 
with country of origin when imported 
into the United States, the Commis- 
sioner of Customs has ruled. 


The ruling simply announces that 
caps must be individually marked, ex- 
cept when so small as to be imprac- 
ticable, in which case it will be suf- 
ficient to mark the immediate con- 
tainer, but the decision follows a 
lengthy hearing on the entire policy 
of the Bureau of Customs in enforcing 
the marking provision. At this hear- 
ing importing interests contended that 
gelatin bottle caps and other articles, 
such as cigar bands and garment 
labels, which are purchased by the 
consuming public only incidentally to 
purchases of other commodities, should 
not be required to be marked with the 
country of origin. William G. Keller, 
attorney for E. L duPont de Nemours 
& Co., urged the marking regulation 
as protection for gelatin caps made by 
his company, and other domestic 
manufacturing interests upheld a poli- 
cy that would require marking of all 
such products which enter commerce, 
even though they are not the article 
primarily purchased by the public.

Bonedry Shellac Protected 
In Transit by Dri-Ice 


Shipment of bone-dry shellac packed 
with solid carbon dioxide has been 
adopted by the MacLac-Kasebier- 
Chatfield Corporation, this city. 

Experiments made with more than 
100 barrels of bleached shellac shipped 
to numerous parts of the country have 
proved that shellac so shipped reaches 
its destination in perfect shape regard- 
the weather. Shipment of 

shellac in hot weather has 
problem with the trade for 
years but the use of dri-ice entirely 
eliminates the deterioration often re- 
sulting from shipment in hot weather. 

The solid carbon dioxide is wrapped 
in paper and placed inside of the bar- 
rel. While in transit, the dri-ice grad- 
ually evaporates but keeps the product 
cool and in perfect shape.
